2 professors die in accidents 


Engineer, mathematician casualties of holiday weekend

Two BYU professors were killed 
over the Thanksgiving weekend. 

The professors, Douglas Bennion, 
55, a professor of chemical engi- 
neering from Ogden, and Peter 
Hess, 51, a visiting distinguished 
professor of math from Zurich, 
Switzerland, were involved in sepa- 
rate accidents. 

Cpl. Mick Brunson of the 
Rexburg, Idaho police said Bennion 
was killed when the single-engine 
plane he was flying crashed about 
four miles southwest of Rexburg 
Sunday at 6:55 p.m. 

He had just flown his youngest 
son, Daniel, to Ricks College and 
was making the return flight to 
Provo alone, said Sherri Ward- 
insky, research secretary of BYU’s 
chemical engineering department. 

Hess was killed Sunday while 
hiking in the Moab area, said 
Gerald Armstrong, associate chair 
of mathematics. The Canyonlands 
National Park Service was unavail- 
able for information and BYU offi- 
cials said they will know more 
details later. 

Bennion is survived by his wife, 
Delores Wridge Bennion and seven

children: Spence, Debbi, Donald, 
Charles, Edwin, Delores (Sunny) 
and Daniel. He also had 14 grand- 
children. 

According to an article in the 
August 1992 edition of the Journal 
Electrochemical Society, Bennion 
received a bachelor’s degree in 
chemical engineering from Oregon

State University in 1957 and a 
Ph.D. in chemical engineering from 
the University of California, 
Berkeley in 1964. 

The article said Bennion worked 
for Dow Chemical from 1957 to 
1960. From there, he served six 
months active duty in the U.S. 
Army Corps. of Engineers. 


Bennion’s teaching career began 
in 1964 when he took a job at 
UCLA as a professor of engineer- 
ing. 

Bennion then transferred to BYU 
in 1980 as a professor of engineer- 
ing and then served as chair of 
the department of engineering 
from 1984 to 1990. 

Hess is survived by his wife, 
Annalea, and three children: Andri, 
Flurrin and Annatina. 

Hess, a math professor from the 
University of Zurich, was visiting 
BYU on what officials in the math 
department called a “special year” 
of research in the field of partial 
differential equations. 

Math professor Tian Cheng 
Ouyang said Hess was a world- 
renowned scholar in his field. 

In addition to teaching a graduate 
class, he was also working with 
professors from various depart- 
ments on a project researching par- 
tial differential equations. 

BYU flew its flags at half-staff 
Monday in memory of Hess and 
Bennion. 

The deaths of Hess and Bennion 
were the only known such acci- 
dents over the Thanksgiving week- 
end, said Wayne Herlin, dean of 
BYU Student Life. 


Court upholds Yeltsin’s Communist ban

MOSCOW — A court Monday upheld Boris 
Yeltsin’s decree dissolving the top leadership of 
the Communist Party, but the compromise rul- 
ing also gave ammunition to his opponents on 
the eve of a crucial parliament session. 

Russia’s Constitutional Court ruled 11-2 that 
the Russian president acted constitutionally 
when he banned the party’s Politburo and other 
national bodies after the failed hard-line coup in 


August 1991. 


The 13 black-robed judges said millions of 
rank-and-file Communists could resume grass- 
roots activity and file lawsuits to reclaim some 
of the vast party assets Yeltsin nationalized. 

The court left open the possibility that 
Communists could gradually rebuild a national

False memory theory suggests 
patients envision and retain memo- 
ries their counselors tell them are 
in their past. 

Patients suffering from multiple 
personalities or memory lapse are 
especially vulnerable to false mem- 
ory, said Dr. Harold Lief, psychia- 
try professor emeritus at the 
University of Pennsylvania School 
of Medicine. 

Lief targets therapy methods 
based on the book “The Courage to 
Heal.” The book states, “If you are 
unable to remember any specific 
incidences (like childhood abuse) 
but still have a feeling that some- 
thing happened to you, it probably 
did.”

Poor financial planning 
may lead to bankruptcy

Unwise financial planning can land people in bank- 
ruptcy court if they are not careful, and U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court statistics are proof. 

Between June 30, 1991 and June 30, 1992, 972,490 


people filed for bankruptcy in 
the United States. Of those 
cases, 8,342 were filed in the 
Bankruptcy Court for the

Bankruptcy Courts, only 23 had more cases filed than 
Utah, according to an article in the April 3, 1988 
Deseret News. But as of June 30, 1992, Utah had 
greatly improved, ranking 42nd among the 94 courts. 
Of the people who do file bankruptcy, “students 
hardly ever file (for bankruptcy) while they are in 
school because tuition and school loans are not dis- 
Davis said. In bankruptcy court, student 
loans are not dismissible even though all other debts 


chargeable,” 


are eligible to be dismissed. 


The Bankruptcy Reform Act of 1978, Title 11 of the 
USS. code, Section 523A:8 says student loans may only 
be discharged under unusual circumstances. But the 
courts tend to be more strict with this section than 
most students would like, said Cheryl B. Preston, 
associate professor of law. 

If it were not for this act, students could run up 
large tuition bills for schooling and never repay their 


debts. But the Bankruptcy Code makes this hard for 
students to do, Preston said. 


she said. 


Those filing for bankruptcy must “have really tried 
to clear their credit or prove undue hardship like 
unexpected medical bills or that there is no work in 
their field” to possibly be released from student loan 
responsibilities, Preston said. 


Also, most people who file 
bankruptcy wait until they 
finish or quit school because 
bankrupt students “immedi- 
ately become ex-students 
unless they don’t list BYU as 
_.a debtor,” Davis said. 
~~ Bankrupt students are like 
other students who are 
unable to pay their universi- 
ty bills. Their accounts and 
grades are put on hold until 
the bill is paid, he said. 

But those students who find 
themselves in financial trou- 
ble or bankruptcy court have 


usually overcharged their accounts or find themselves 
without a job, said Rob Radle, assistant manager of 
ITT Financial Services in Provo. 

“Youthful people always have certain problems 
because of their salary structure,” Stillgebauer said. 
“Their financial problems are magnified in their 
inability to pay.” And they get caught up “in a society 
that is anxious to give them credit. 

“It is nice to be able to charge things but you also 
need to pay up,” he said. 

Also, Utah’s overall history with bankruptcy may 
correlate with the “Mormon” culture found in the 
state, Preston said. “People tend to feel if they are liv- 
ing OK, then they are entitled to be financially OK,” 


Others think if they have more faith or are less criti- 
cal and more trusting, everything will turn out fine,

play No. 23 
Y in Aloha

Kansas became No. 23 BYU’s 
Aloha Bowl opponent Friday, back- 
ing into the game when Nebraska 
beat Oklahoma. 

The Jayhawks finished third in 
the Big Eight and will take their 7- 
4 record to Honolulu to face the 8-4 
Cougars on Christmas Day in a 
game that will televised nationally 
on ABC at 1:30 p.m. MST. 

“Nobody was rooting harder for 


‘the Cornhuskers to win than me,” 


said Kansas’ fourth-year head 
coach Glen Mason. “It was a tough 
week because I knew there was 
absolutely nothing I could do about 
the outcome of that game and that 
we were 7-4 and possibly wouldn’t 
go to a bowl.” 

BYU Athletic Director Glen 
Tuckett said the Cougars are 
happy to be going to Hawaii for the 
second time this year. BYU lost to 
WAC champion and No. 25 Hawaii 
36-32 in September. “It'll be really 
nice to go back to Hawaii and not 
have to play the home team,” he 
said. 

It will be the first-ever meeting 
between BYU and Kansas. 

Tuckett obtained permission from 
BYU administrators before he 
accepted the invitation to play on 
Christmas Day. 

Kansas will be making its first 
bowl appearance since a 1981 loss 
in the Hall of Fame Bowl. The 
Aloha Bow] trip caps off a season in 
which Mason led the Jayhawks to 
an early 7-1 record and No. 14 
ranking. 

Through those first eight games, 
Kansas averaged 38.5 points per 
game. But Nebraska destroyed the 
Jayhawks 49-7, starting them on a 
three-game skid and a depression 
that didn’t end until Friday. 

“It’s been a month since we won a 
football game,” Mason said during 
a teleconference call Friday that 
included both teams’ coaches and 
athletic directors and media. “We 
went up to Nebraska and got 
humiliated by a great football 
team. We just got the heck beat out 
of us. LaVell, you'll enjoy watching 
that film! 

“It wasn’t any fun and I guess it 
took some of the steam out of us, 
but we’re 7-4 and there are a lot of 
teams that would love to trade 
places with us.”

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Black group claims S. African attack 


KING WILLIAM’S TOWN, South Africa — A radical black group 
claimed responsibility Monday for a hit-and-run raid on a country club 
Christmas party, the worst attack on white civilians in South Africa 
since the 1980s. 

The attack Saturday night, which left four dead and some 20 wounded, 
has shocked the country’s 5 million whites, who have lived in fear of 
blacks for generations. 

Black and white politicians quickly reaffirmed their intentions to press 
ahead with efforts to stop the violence. 

The raid was a startling reminder that even tranquil backwaters such 
as King William’s Town, a tidy place of wide, tree-lined avenues and 
Colonial-style houses, are not immune from the country’s political 
tumult. 

Some survivors said the assailants smiled as they rolled grenades into 
the dining hall and then mowed down middle-aged and elderly diners 
with automatic gunfire. Blood, wine and food covered the dining hall at 
the King William’s Town Golf Club, which was being used for a 
Christmas dinner and wine-tasting party. 

There were blacks and whites in the dining hall. and some of those 
injured were black. 


Bodies of nuns recovered in Liberia 


MONROVIA, Liberia — Under guard from West African troops, two 
American diplomats and priests went into a battle-scarred area and 
recovered bodies of three slain American nuns, the U.S. Embassy said 
Monday. 

Diplomats and priests wore bulletproof vests during their trek to the 
nuns’ convent outside Monrovia late Sunday, embassy spokesman Alex 
Laskaris said. A U.N. pathologist in Monrovia has been asked to perform 
forensic tests, and results could be ready as early as Tuesday, he told 
The Associated Press. 

The remains found outside the convent were believed those of Shirley 
Kolmer, Agnes Mueller and Kathleen McGuire, and of a Lebanese secu- 
rity guard. An embassy statement said evidence concludes that the nuns 
were of the Illinois-based order, the Adorers of the Precious Blood. 


Children help set box office records 


LOS ANGELES — A kiddie charge into the nation’s theaters helped 
set Thanksgiving box office records as “Home Alone 2: Lost in New York” 
and the animated “Aladdin” earned a combined $64.4 million over the 
holiday weekend. 

Film industry executives estimated Monday that children bought more 
than one-third of all tickets sold for “Home Alone 2” and “Aladdin.” 

“We heard from one exhibitor in a small town in Vermont, and he said 
one 7-year-old had seen ‘Home Alone 2’ five times,” said Tom Sherak, 
head of marketing for “Home Alone.” 

The Top 10 films earned a total of $133 million over the five-day week- 
end, making it the best weekend of the year. The previous Thanksgiving 
record was receipts of $111.7 million in 1990. 

In 10 days of release, “Home Alone 2,” starring Macaulay Culkin, has 
earned $75 million. The animated musical “Aladdin” finished second to 
“Home Alone 2” last weekend on an estimated $24.4 million. 


U.S. trade deficit worst in 2 years 


WASHINGTON — The US. trade deficit surged to $26.54 billion 
from July through September, the worst performance in nearly two 
years, as record exports of American products were swamped by imports 
rising even faster, the government said Monday. 

The Commerce Department said that the 8.1 percent widening in the 
trade gap in the third quarter followed a 42.6 percent deterioration in 
America’s trade performance in the April-June quarter, when the deficit 
had zoomed to $24.56 billion. 

From 1989 to 1991, an improving trade deficit was about the only 
bright spot in an otherwise bleak domestic economy, supplying more 
than half of what little growth there was. This year, however, the trade 
performance has turned negative again and is subtracting from overall 
growth. 

Private economists said with America’s biggest overseas markets in 
Europe and Japan struggling with recessions of their own, it was unlike- 
ly the U.S. trade deficit would improve anytime soon.

Supreme Court rejects 
Guam’s abortion law

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court sustained women’s basic 
right to abortion Monday, voting 6- 
3 against reviving a 1990 Guam 
law that would have prohibited 
nearly all such operations. 

The justices refused to review 
lower court rulings that had 
declared the U.S. territory's sweep- 
ing law unconstitutional. 

Monday’s action, which activists 
on both sides of the national debate 
had expected, marked the first 
time in 20 years the high court 
declined to review a major abortion 
dispute. 

But a new case, testing how far 
states may go in making abortions 
more difficult to obtain, already is 
before the justices and could be 
acted on as early as next week. 

The court also is wrestling with 
another abortion-related issue: 
whether federal judges have the 
authority to deal with abortion 
clinic blockades. 

“Today’s action was hardly unex- 
pected,” said Burke Balch of the 
National Right to Life Committee, 
which opposes abortion. “It under- 
lines the reaffirmation of Roe vs. 
Wade.” 

David Andrews of Planned 
Parenthood said his group was 
relieved by the court’s action but 
added, “It does not address the 
underlying problem of severe

The body also loses water 
during quick diets, which “comes right back” 
once the diet is ceased, Todd said. 

Western said dieters should avoid companies 
marketing their products with the words “scien- 
tific breakthrough,” “secret formula,” “amazing 
and instant results” or “miracle cure.” She said 
these words are not scientific and are usually 
used in promotions. 

The Department of Commerce warns con- 
sumers to beware of mail-order products such 
as electronic flab removers, spot reducers and 
waist trimmers. Western said spot reducing is a 
myth and mechanical devices claiming to tone 
the body are usually worthless and potentially 
dangerous. Western said products such as body 
wraps which are wound around the body to 
“burn fat” can cause circulatory problems and 
dehydration. 

According to the Division of Consumer 
Protection in Salt Lake City, the Postal 
Inspector keeps files on mail-order devices 
which are faulty or have a bad reputation. 


Students: Beware of diet scams 


Todd said to avoid products bearing testimoni- 
als. She said companies will do and say any- 
thing to sell a product. “People will twist words 
to make the product sound capable of doing 
something it simply cannot do,” Todd said. 

Western said to be cautious of “glowing testi- 
monials” from people who aren’t able to be con- 
tacted about the product. 

She said the people companies use could be 
making large sums of money to promote the 
product when they haven’t necessarily even 
tried it themselves. 

The Department of Commerce advises con- 
sumers to avoid products and mechanical 
devices claiming to be backed by the Food and 
Drug Administration. It is against the law to 
state or imply government endorsement on 
drugs or medical devices. 

Western said not to rely on money-back guar- 
antees because fly-by-night operations won’t be 
around long enough for the consumer to get 
his/her money back. 

Students who want to check on a weight cen-

German authorities arrest 
youth in firebombing deaths

BONN, Germany — Pressing a 
bid to crack down on right-wing 
extremists, federal authorities said 
Monday they have arrested a 19- 
year-old youth on suspicion of mur- 
der in the firebombing deaths of a 
Turkish woman and two girls. 

The chief federal prosecutor, 
Alexander von Stahl, said at least 
one other person was being sought 
in the attack that shocked the 
nation a week ago. 

The firebombing of the women’s 
home in Moelln, near Hamburg, 
was the most brutal of nearly 1,800 
rightist attacks that have killed 16 
people this year. 

It triggered an international out- 
cry over resurgent Nazism in 
Germany and apparently spurred 
the government to step up actions 
against extremists in an effort to 
deflect criticism that violence is 
escalating out of control. 

Despite a parade of promises from 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl and other 
officials to crush right-wing vio- 
lence, young thugs staged a series 
of attacks on foreigners over the 


weekend. Rightists blame an influx 
of foreigners for Germany’s strug- 
gling economy, particularly the 
depression that has gripped east- 
ern regions since reunification. 

A statement from Stahl said the 
19-year-old, identified only as Lars 
C., was detained Saturday and for- 
mally arrested Sunday on suspi- 
cion of murder, attempted murder 
and breach of the peace in connec- 
tion with the arson attack in his 
hometown of Moelln. Formal 
charges had not been filed. 

Stahl’s office in Karlsruhe said a 
witness reported seeing the suspect 
at the scene, but that the teen-ager 
denied involvement. 

The suspect’s full name was not 
released because he is a minor 
under German law. 

The prosecutor said another per- 
son, whose identity had not been 
determined, was being sought in 
the killings. 

Last week, Stahl’s office detained 
Michael Peters, leader of a radical 
rightist group, and eight followers 
for possible involvement in three 
arson attacks in northern Germany 


Mayor Jenkins, Ireland 
leave local positions 
for state appointments

Jenkins will leave Provo with a 
year left on his second four-year 
term to begin work in Salt Lake 
City Jan. 4. Recently, the council 
has gained publicity for its sharply 
divided nature, with several coun- 
cil members saying the mayor did 
not always act in the interests of 
the city. Other council members 
staunchly support Jenkins.

The Provo Municipal Council will 
appoiat' the néxt-mayor for the 
remaining portiOfi of Jenkins’ cur- 
rent term of office. Applications are 
being accepted for the position 
until Dec. 3, and the process could 
prove interesting and important. 

“T hope they will find the best 
individual qualified to serve,” 
Jenkins said last week at a press 
conference announcing his appoint- 
ment. 

Leavitt has said he wants 
Jenkins to work with the federal 
government on state’s rights 
issues. Jenkins will also be respon- 
sible for helping with the hundreds 
of appointments the governor is 
required to make to various com- 
missions and boards. 

Ireland is the first female depart- 
ment head appointed by Leavitt. 
She resigned from her staff posi- 
tion Wednesday, the same time 
Jenkins submitted his resignation. 
She has worked with Jenkins 
throughout his seven years in 
office.

Pharmacy at health center 
a surprise to most students

It might be news to some stu- 
dents that BYU has a pharmacy on 
campus that serves only BYU stu- 
dents, their spouses and children 
and it’s located just inside the front 
doors of the McDonald Health 
Center. 

“There’s a pharmacy on campus? 
Where?,” asked Berkeley Price, 24, 
a senior majoring in music from 
Los Angeles. 

This is the kind of reaction many 
students have when they first hear 
of the pharmacy because they are 
not aware of it or its services, said 
Jerry Graff, pharmacy manager. 
“Many students don’t realize what 
we have to offer, and it’s a shame, 
because we are here to serve the 
students.” 

Graff said there are many miscon- 
ceptions and unknowns about the 
pharmacy which students should 
be aware of. 


¢ Students can charge prescrip- 
tions but should be aware that no 
third-party prescriptions, such as 
Medicaid or Blue Cross, are accept- 
ed. 

° If the prescription is not in 
stock, the pharmacy can order it by 
noon the next day. 

¢ Store-bought drugs, as well as 
prescription drugs, can usually be 
purchased for much less in the 
BYU pharmacy than in other 
places because BYU buys them at 
“red-book” wholesale prices and 
does not sell its items for profit. 

Graff said one of the misconcep- 
tions students have about the phar- 
macy is students must have BYU 
health insurance to purchase medi- 
cine at the pharmacy. However, 
any BYU student, student’s spouse 
or child can purchase goods at the 
pharmacy, Graff said. 

Another misconception is only the 
BYU health center or in-state pre- 
scriptions are filled at the pharma-

Already the winningest coach in 
BYU basketball history, Roger 
Reid’s 1992-93 squad may be the 
best he has had. 

For the first time in his three sea- 
sons as head coach, Reid will enjoy 
having three returning starters on 
the front line. The question mark 
seems to be the guard spots, where 
the Cougs lack experience and 
depth. 

But talent may overcome those 
obstacles. 


COACHES — Reid has 
compiled a record of 67- 
28, a .705 winning per- 
centage, the best in 
Cougar history. Reid, who 
served as an assistant for 
11 years before being 
given the position as head 
coach, preaches defense 
and team work. 

While BYU outscored its 
opponents by an average 
of 80.2 points to 69.6 last & 
season, the Cougars’ lead- 
ing scorer averaged just 
14.2 points per game. Six players 
averaged nine or more points per 
outing. 

BYU opponents shot just .427 
from the field and .3815 from three- 
point range. On their way to a 25-7 
record and WAC regular season 
and tournament titles, the Cougars 
outscored, outrebounded, outassist- 
ed and outshot their opponents. 

Reid is supported by two out- 
standing assistant coaches, Tony 
Ingle and Charles Bradley. 


FRONT LINE — First team All- 
WAC center Gary Trost returns to 
anchor what may be the nation’s 
deepest group of big men. Trost, a 
610, 235-pound senior, led BYU, in 
scoring (14.2 points per game) and 
rebounding (6.6 per game) last sea- 
son and shot 56 percent from the 
field. 

Senior forward Jared Miller 
joins Trost as co-captain. The 6’8 
225-pound Miller was good for 7.9 
points and 4.8 rebounds per game 
in his second season with BYU — 
he transferred from Ricks after one 
year. He is the ultimate Roger 
Reid-style player, quietly battling 
in the trenches, especially on 
defense. 

One of Miller’s strengths is his

Knee surgery 
successful 
for Hancock

Doctors performed knee surgery 
on BYU quarterback Ryan 
Hancock Saturday and have 
deemed the procedure. a success, 
said the team’s head trainer. 

Trainer George Curtis said 
Hancock’s anterior cruciate liga- 
ment was removed and replaced by 
with an artificial ligament. Tears 
were found in-both the medial and 
lateral cartilage. The medial carti- 
lage was repaired and the lateral 
removed. 

Hancock now faces six to nine 
months of rehabilitation. 

“He should be back running about 
the time of the (major league) base- 
ball draft in June,” Curtis said. He 
estimates Hancock should be about 
80-85 percent at that time and 
won’t be 100 percent for about nine 
months. 

The Cougar football team was 7-1 
in games Hancock started. Backup 
Tom Young will start against 
Kansas in the Aloha Bowl Dec. 25. 

Because of his 88-90 mph fastball, 
Hancock was best known for his 
pitching arm before he became 
BYU’s starting quarterback.

Radle said debtors should not go 
to an attorney first but to credit 
counseling. He said attorneys will 
encourage debtors to file bankrupt- 
cy so they can get paid, “but bank- 
ruptcy does not wipe the slate 
clean.” 

Depending on what type of bank- 
ruptcy a person files and what is 
granted, people can still find them- 
selves repaying their bills. And 
bankruptcy suits remain on a per- 
son’s credit file for 10 years, 
Preston said. “It’s not just going to 
go away.” 

Persons should not rush into 
bankruptcy to quickly clear up 
their financial situations or just to 
relieve themselves of large phone 
bills, Preston said. “That’s hard for 
me to reconcile.” 

If a person has honestly tried to 
work out their finances, then bank- 
ruptcy may be the best route for 
them, she said. Bankruptcy is kind 
of a repentance process, a time to 
start over and do better, she said.
